TORONTO, May 25—(CP)—The 
democracies in this conflict 
against the “perverted faith” of 
their totalitarian enemies must re- 
solve to think and act “not only 
in terms of victory but in terms 
of the world we hope to build af- 
ter that victory has been won,” 
Hon, Walter Nash, New Zealand 
minister to the United States, told 
the Canadian Institute of Interna- 
tional Affairs here Saturday night. 

“We must be ready when the 
time comes to build up anew the 
democratic orders of government 
and industry under which the com- 
mon peoples of all countries will en- 
joy peace, security, a fair share of 
the earth’s riches and the fullest 
Possible freedom of thought, speech 
and action.” 

No broad blueprint of that hope 
for a new world could be sketched 
in detail now, Mr. Nash told the 
organization's members at the an- 
nua] dinner, but at least the dem- 
ocracies could look to the Atlantic 
charter as the “foundation prin- 
ciples” on which to base their hopes 
of a better world order in the fu- 
ture, 

An immeuiics post-war problem 

would be acute shortage of food and 
necessities in many countries, Ec- 
onomic individualism alone could 
not solve this problem. It would 
require collective planning. 
.Mr, Nash said he was satisfied 
that whatever happened there would 
be “an increasing awareness of the 
United States and of Canada” on 
New Zealand's part and he hoped 
he was correct in predicting it 
would be reciprocated on this side 
of the Pacific.

Rationing Tea, 
Coffee, Likely 
For Dominion

OTTAWA, May 25—As a result 
of reported shortages of tea and 
coffee and a slightly worse sugar 
situation, Canadians may expect 
further rationing of certain 
Necessitics of life, it is forecast 
here today. 

Official announcement is expected 
Tuesday of a system of rationing 
of these household necessities. 

It is hinted that the sale of tea 
and coffee will be by coupons only. 
to permit proper control of the 
available supply. The voluntary 
system of rationing sugar which 
has been on a three-quarters of a 
pound per person per week basis 
will be cut to half a pound. 

Difficulty in transporting these 
commodities from the countries 
whefe the supply is derived is the 
main cause of the shortages, it is 
pointed out here,

The main new feature of the 
agreement will be provision to 
recognize Canada as the exclusive 
manager of the training plan with 
all other partners paying a share 
calculated on en agreed rate per 
trained airman passing through the 
training schools. Virtually the only 
issue now under consideration is 
understood to be this financial mat- 
ter, 


DELEGATES IN SESSION 
Representatives of Canada, the 
United Kingdom, Australia and New 
Zealand were in session on renewal 
of the training agreement. No pros- 
pect is seen that South Africa will 
become a ‘partner, nor the other 
Britain nation, the Irish Free State.

Ralston told delegates to the Canadian Legion convention 
here today that “the presence in Britain of the Canadian

Col. Ralston's address was the 
highlight of the opening business 
session of the Legion convention, 
largest in 17 years with some 1,000 
delegates attending.

Must Register

OTTAWA. May 25—Jobless men 

living more than five miles away 
from an office of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission will be 
able to register by mail in the 
national unemployment registration 
during the week starting June 1. 
This is the explanation of officiai 
instructions for unemployed meén to 
register through the post office if 
they live more than five miles from 
an employment and claims office. A 
special form has been printed for 
this type of registration, It contains 
17 questions touching the salient 
points of the registrant's experience 
and career, 

Urban unemployed will register 
by filling out the form used for re- 
gistrations under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act. It contains 25 quest- 
ions, The compulsory registration of 
unemployed applies to men from 17 
to 68 years of age, regardless of 
whether they are earning. Whether

tion, Strabolgi 
said: 

“The time has 
come when we 
must seriously con- 
sider withdrawing 
our members from 
the government 
and forming a con. 
structive opposition in parliament.”

Clement R. Attlee, deputy 
prime minister and Dominions sece 
retary. 


NOT UNEXPECTED 

The defeat of the demands for a 
break in the political truce was not 
unexpected, in view of the massive 
bloc of votes wielded by the trade 
unions which contribute the bulk 
of the Labor Party's funds and 
whose leaders are far more cate 
tious than the party's rank-ande 
file. 

The conference unanimously 
approved an executive committee 
memorandum outlining a scheme 
for national control of the British 
mining industry with regional 
boards representing the govern- 
ment, owners and miners.

HECTIC CONFERENCE 


The four-day conference promised 
to be one of the most controversial 
in the party's history. Some party 
members were in open rebellion 
against the political truce and exe 
pressed dissatisfaction with the 
alleged inability of labor cabinet 
members to oppose Conservatives 
on such jssues as fuel rationing, and 
the control of mines, railways and 
shipping.

Canadian Legion 


War Services To 
Be Under Review 


WINNIPEG, May 25—(CP)— 
The position of the Canadian 
Legion War Services Incorpor- 
ated will be reviewed at the ninth 
bi-annual convention of the Can- 
atlian Legion, British Empire Ser- 
vice League, here, 

President Alex, Walker of Cal- 
gary told delegates of the work of 
the C.L.W.S. and the method of its 
operation under the National War 
Charities Funds Advisory Board. 
He declared that the direction and 
control of the affairs of the Legion 
must never be placed, directly or 
indirectly, in the hands of a gov- 
ernment agency. “We will co-oper- 
ate with the government, but we 
will never submit to an arbitrary 
interference in our own undertak- 
ings.” 

Mr, Walker said the government 
board—which has supervision over 
the funds granted the C.L.W.S.— 
had threatened the executive pow- 
ers of legion officers. He. praised 
the board methods where duplica- 
tion of effort of various war organ- 
iza‘ions had been eliminated, but 
added that the “method of control 
soon began to take the form of the 
most arbitrary “decisions on the 
part of the advisory board” in Ot- | 
tawa, | 


“The executive powers of our 
Own officers,’ the president said, 
“were im danger of passing into 


the hands of government employ- | 
ees working under the direction of 
the Advisory Board.” This was the 
position in 1941, he told the dele- 
gates, after a public campaign for | 
funds for war service organizations. 


LEGION INDEPENDENCE. 

There was no appeal to the public | 
fn 1942, but the government under- 
took to finance the work of the 
organizations including the C.L.W.S, 
This met with the Legion's approval 
but “the control has become even 
more rigid and arbitrary,” said the 
Legion president “and the ques- 
tions of the Legion's independence 
and prestige may have become in- 
volved, 

“The various factors now enter- 
ing this picture—the position of the 
directors of C.L.W.S.. and what at- 
titude the Legion itself should take 
~are all matters which will have to 
be dealt with at this convention.” 

Mr. Walker said the C.L.W.S. 
constitutes “our greatest contribu- 
tion to the well-being and morale 
of our fighting men.” The organ- 
ization had a separate legal identity 


but it was a department of the 
Legion itself. 
CLOSER RELATIONSHIP 

“We must always consider our 
war services in this light... . Any 


injury done to the C.L.W.S, may 
also become an injury to the Legion, 
Certainly in the eyes gf the public 
there is no distinction betmeen the 
two organizations, For this reason, 
the closest relationship has been 
continuously maintained and our 
respective policies have been so 
co-ordinated as to render mutual 
assistance.” 

Mr, Walker also paid tribute to

The Legion’s call for total war 
asked “immediate, complete and 
scientific mobilization, organization 
and utilization of all our resources 

. in such manner that Canada 
may be geared to produce essential 
food and munitions and to wage war 
to her maximum capacity...” 

The entry of the United States 
into the war, and the unity which 
now exists between the Empire and 
the United States, Russia and China, 
and the free governments of con- 
quered countries are a guarantee of 
eventual victory, provided all en- 
gage whole-heartedly in “total war,” 
Mr. Walker said. 


WHEN VICTORY COMES 

After victory “there should be no 
period between demobilization and 
employment during which the ex- 
service man or his dependents are 
obliged to have recourse to public 
charity. 4 

“The Legion feels very keenly 
and it believes it schoes the opinion 
of the whole Canadian people, that 
public relief as a means of main- 
tenance during the’ transition period 
should be ruled out wholly and 
completely. 

“Above all our youth must not 
be allowed to go through such a 
period as the depression years be- 
fore the war, when careless lack 
of consideration for their moral 
and physical well-being was a na- 
tional blunder...” 

‘Mr. Walker said the number of 
medical rejections ‘for the fighting 
forces in this war indicated clearly 
the “harmful” policies of the pakt 
in dealing with human problems. 
“This is a people's war, and if we 
are to have a people's peace, then 
public influence on national policies 
must become a livelier and more 
potent factor than it has been in 
the past.” 

Dealing with employment and 
preference, the president praised 
officers of the welfare division, de- 
partment of pensions and national 
health, who he said were working 
on behalf of the old veterans as well 
as the new. In the civil service ex- 
servicemen were entitled to a 
Statutory preference. But it had 
been an extremely difficult matter 
to secure provision which would 
enable some uniform system to be 
adopted to industry. 

“Here is a problem which will 
have to be dealt with: more ¢ffec- 
tively in connection with the re- 
habilitation of veterans of the pres- 
ent war and it would be just as 
well if plans were laid right now 
so that the old veteran might also 
benefit thereby.” 


WAR PROBLEMS 


In a review of war problems al- 
ready faced, he said many measures 
sought by the Legion's special com- 
mittee on rehabilitation in 1940 were 
implemented during the 1941 ses- 
sion of parliament.

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The Best Of The Holidays 


Empire Day, which this year is cele- 
brated a day late because the 24th fell on 
a Sunday, is the ‘first of the summer holi- 
days. On that account it holds a popularity 
that is all its own. Spring is very welcome 
in Canada, even to the stoutest defender 
of the claim that our rigorous winter is 
good for the health and the morale. To get 
outdoors in balmy air is itself a delightful 
experience after packing an overcoat for 
months. To see nature taking on the colors 
of summer is refreshing. To indulge in 
outdoor sports and pleasure excursions 
and picnics is all the more pleasant be- 
cause these acttvities have been long sus- 
pended. 

To the older folks Empire Day is a 
reminder of the great Queen and the good 
woman whose birth it commemorates. 
To all who have reached the reflective age, 
particularly in war time it calls attention 
to the remarkable and world girdling 
political structure under which we live. 
And to young and old it is the holiday of 
holidays, the best because the first of the 
summer. Down town Edmonton is a de- 
serted city today. So it is across this broad 
Dominion, for those who spend their com- 
mon days in stores and offices and fac- 
tories are scattered far and wide in sheer 
enjoyment of the great outdoors in spring- 
time, 


The Penalty Is Death 


The finding of Mr. Justice Ewing is a 
terrible indictment of the parties respons- 
ible for the “general and systematic dis- 
regard of the provisions of the Mines Act” 
in the operation of the coal mine at Nor- 
degg where 29 miners were killed by a gas 
explosion last October. This practice of 
ignoring the law is given as the basic 
reason for the accident since it was “alto- 
gether likely to result sooner or later in 
an explosion.” It just happened that the 
disaster came that day instead of some 
other day. 

Danger lurks in every mine in the 
world. It is greater in coal mines than in 
others .But it is less in Alberta coal mines 
than in many other fields. Hence there is 
a standing temptation here to neglect 
safeguards which elsewhere would be 
strictly observed even if not required by 
law. But the danger in Alberta mines is 
real, So real that rigid statutory rules have 
been laid down for the protection of those 
employed in and around the diggings. 
That these rules may be long ignored with- 
out an accident resulting really increases 
the peril, since it encourages a false im- 
pression of security among miners and 
mine officials, 

This finding is a plain warning to all 
who have to do with the operation of 
Alberta mines that these protective regu- 
lations are necessary, so necessary. that 
the penalty for ignoring them is “sooner 
or later” a disaster which may cause an 
appalling loss of life. 


These Things Can Be Done 
Tt was appropriate that Hon. Walter 


Nash, New Zealand's Minister to the 
United States, was invited to tell the re- 
construction committee of the House of 
Commons about the social security system 
that has been built up in the Dominion he 
represents, Appropriate because New Zea- 
land is recognized as leading the nations 
of the British Empire, if not the world, 
in this field of achievement; and because 
Canada’s parliament is facing now the 
problem of forging measures to the same 
end. This of course was why Mr, Nash 
was invited to address the committee. 
Aside from the war, there cannot have 
been for a long time many news despatch- 
es which Canadian readers have read with 
Such keen interest as the report of his 
Speech, 

What is called “social security” is in 
reality personal, individual, security. 
Security against need, and the haunting 
fear of future need. New Zealand has set 
up three safeguards which hedge the citi- 
zen there against destitution and the fear 
of it.’ These are insurance against sick- 
ness poverty, insurance against unem- 
ployment poverty, and insurance against 
old-age poverty—the latter a generous old 
age pension system. As a result it is 
claimed the average standard of living in 
that Dominion is the best in the world; 
and the detailed facts cited by Mr. Nash 
Support the claim. 

Canada has an unemployment insur- 
ance plan, still in the “trial and error” 
. Stage. We have an old age pension system, 
which admittedly will have to be amended 
to lower the qualifying age and increase 
the pension payments. Sickness insurance 
has yet to be undertaken as a national 
responsibility. The reconstruction com- 
mittee is of necessity concerned in these 
matters, since they will relate powerfully 
to after-war conditions. In these readjust- 
ments, the leadership of New Zealand will 
be invaluable, for experience there has 
shown that these reforms do not lie in the 
realm of the impracticable. 

_ It has been demonstrated there that 
Sickness need not mean a crushing burden 
of expense for the individual, that invol- 
untary unemployment need not mean des- 
titution, that failure to accumulate wealth 
need not mean penury in old age. The 
state, it has been shown, can safeguard 
ita citizens against these evils and the 
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Canadians Will Soon Be Largest Group In R.A.

Thanks are due to the Argentine au- 
thorities for having persisted until Tokyo 
granted the small concession of allowing a 
Red Cross representative to visit Hong 
Kong and see how the British and Cana- 
dian prisoners are being treated. The 
Japanese officials refused to permit a 
shipload of supplies to be sent there for 
the benefit of the prisoners. The utter 
unreasonableness of the refusal empha- 
sizes the insistence the Argentine repre- 
sentatives must have exterted to get even 
consent to the visit of the Red Cross 
agent.

The news feature of this week, 
of course, is the increasing ten- 
sion between’ Vichy France and 
the United Nations. 

There seems little doubt, now, 
that Vichy will sooner or later 
try to force the French nation 
into open alliance with the Axis. 
Pierre Laval’s plan to appeal for 
sympathy in the 
United States 
has fallen 
through because 
the Americans 
were able to see 
through his 


schemes, 
Since he can 
no longer de- 


ceive the United 
Nations, there is 
only left for 
him to make an 
open break — if Harold L. Weir 
he wishes to continue to serve 
his master Hitler. And I expect 
that Hitler is determined to 
squeeze the last ounce of service 
out of him. 

I fail to see how Laval, how- 
ever, can jockey the French peo- 
ple into an open alliance with 
the Axis without precipitating a 
revolution. 

It is possible that Hitler is well 
aware of that, It is possible 
that he would prefer to see the 
French cutting each other's 
throats than standing by waiting 
to welcome and aid a British 
and American expeditionary 


orce. 
Revolution Planned 


It may well be that a French 
revolution is patt of his plans. 

The treacherous antics of 
Vichy had their repercussions in 
Canada this week when Ottawa 
ordered closed all Vichy French 
consular agencies throughout the 
country. 

Ottawa’s public explanation 
was that these places were excit- 
ing the suspieion of the Cana- 
dian people. 

That doesn’t seem to be an en- 
tirely satisfactory reason for the 
move. In fact, the explanation 
was so thin that Canadians were 
justified in concluding that 
Ottawa had discovered evidence 
to show that some of these Vichy 
consular agencies were doing a 
little spy work for Laval and 
indirectly for Adolf Hitler. 


Invasion 


Relentless British and Cana- 
dian air raids over Germany and 
occupied Europe continued, this 
week, with unabated fury. 

In a. short time, it was an- 
nounced, Britain will be able to 
despatch one thousand planes 


every night against German 
targets, And that is a lot of 
planes. 

All this bombardment, of 


course, is a prelude to the in- 
vasion of the continent. For 
Britain is obviously stripping her 
decks for some kind of vigorous 
action. 

Troops are concentrating there 
in great numbers. Training has 


jbecome much rigorous in recent 
days, And there are, also, other 
signs of which it would not be 
well to speak here. 

But, above everything else, 
jthere iss the attitude of British 
public men, Sir Stafford Cripps 
| talks openly about an invasion 
of the continent and declares 
that Britain is preparing for one. 

Now, ordinarily; this frankness 
would lead to the suspicion that 
‘Britain had no such intentions. 
lTt is not good business in war to 
inform the enemy of what you 
are going to do next. 

But the Nazis are such colossal 
liars themselves that it would be 
impossible for them to conceive 


of anybody telling the truth 
about anything. They could 
never bring themselves to 


imagine that the British would 
tell their plans in advance. 

Therefore, this extreme candor 
about invasion is significant. 

It indicates to my mind that 
such an exploit, on a really grand 
scale, is much nearer that anyone 
has permitted himself to hope. 


Anonymous Abuse 


I suppose everyone who comes 
even slightly into the public eye 
is the target, sooner or later, for 
vituperative anonymous letters. 
This torrent of abuse becomes so 
common thaf finally it fails even 
to amuse, Occasionally, however, 
it is useful to save one from the 
garbage can in order to show 
just what dark undercurrents of 
hate and treason are moving 
poisonously through some few of 
the people in this country, 

This letter, from which I am 
about to quote briefly, is 
obviously from someone of conti- 
nental European education be- 
cause the shape of the letters in- 
dicate as much as well as the 
signs over some of the vowels. 
This letter begins: 

“What a disgusting individual 
you are.” 

Now that is what I call a good 
start. It is nice to know exactly 
where you stand, right from the 
beginning, 

Banished 

“What a disgusting individual 
you are” this man says, “coms 
menting on Russia. Russia is not 
an autocracy like Ehgland. They 
are not fighting for an odious 
imperialistic war to protect the 
money for ugly capitalists, It 
make my blod boil.” “Blod’— 
b-l-o-d, 

“A guy like you, a foreigner 
and a coward, have no business 
to be in this country and you 
are better go when the going is 
good.” 

Well now, this is quite a blow. 
But if these gentlemen who 
make funny little curlicues over 
their vowels and whose “blod” is 
boiling, are determined to throw 
me out of Canada, well, I fancy 
I'll have to go, although it is go- 
ing to be hard—after five gen- 
erations. ; 

This letter concludes; at least, 
the legible part of it: 

“How we hate the English. 
How they are hated all over the 
world.” 

I pollute the air with this 
vitriolic bilge only to show you

Selfishness 


A distressing situation was re- 
ported from North Bay, this 
week, where the Board of Trade 
is seriously concerned over the 
fact that the gasoline restrictions 
will prevent American tourists 
from visiting the Dionne Quin- 
tuplets this summer. 

The North Bay board is con- 
sidering a protést to Ottawa in 
which they will suggest that our 
tanks and airplanes be robbed of 
necessary gas so that American 
tourists may be allowed more 
than the specified twenty gallons 
to visit nearby Callander this 
summer and thereby pour profits 
into the neighborhood. 

This, of course, is a partic- 
ularly malodorous bit of par- 
ochial selfishness, And the tragic 
part of it is that North Bay ap- 
pears to be quite unconscious of 
its offense, quite unconscious of 
its failure to understand the 
meaning and demands of the 
war, It apparently hasn't the 
faintest notion that its own petty 
plans should take second place to 
the welfare of all Canada and of 
all humanity. 

But while this instance of par- 
ochial and personal selfishness 
is peculiarly notable, the same 
selfishness and the same uncon- 
sciousness of it prevail all over 


Canada, 
Blind Spot 


Not long ago, I had a telephone 
call from a lady, a most worthy 
lady, notably engaged in very 
useful war work. But she, too, 
had her blind spot. She protested 
very vigorously against an 
article I had published in which 
I urged the public to use as little 
gasoline as possible, even to use 
less than their ration cards 
allowed. 

This lady’s objection was this: 

She had a son working in a 
gasoline station: and if less gas 
were sold, her son would lose his 
job! 

In short, in her view, which 
I believe she no longer enter- 
tains, the war effort was to be 
subordinated to the continued 
employment of one young man! 

More recently, I was called on 
the telephone by another lady, 
quite as worthy and quite as in- 
intelligent, who protested bitterly 
about my advocacy of conscrip- 
tion because she had lost her 
6on in the last war and did not 
want other mothers to experience 
the same appalling grief. 

She said that only one who had 
lost someone in war could under- 
stand the sorrow of it, 

Sympathy 

Now with both these ladies, 
particularly the latter one, I have 
the most profound sympathy, No 
one who has stood in the bitter 
shadow of family death, un- 
timely family death, could fail to 
understand and sympathize. 

But here again, painful as it 
may be, we must take the larger 
and more unselfish view. 

The fact is this, that if we fail 
to make our personal sacrifices 
and support, with universal con-

Objecting to the British air 
ministry's “passion for anonyme 
ity,” Mr. Power said: 

“] definitely and most em- 
phatically disagree with the air 
ministry, perhaps by reason of 
our education and our proximity 
to the United States. 

“That fact is that we are a peo- 
ple who read headlines, though 
perhaps we do not read enough 
of what appears under headlines, 
At any rate, we make our heroes 
readily, . . . I sincerely believe 
that to the utmost of our ability 
we should make heroes of those 
of our boys who are heroes, for 
the sake of the morale of the air 
force and particularly for the 
sake of the morale of the Cana- 
dian people who probably need 
it more than the air force does.”

Men talk more and more 
of the miracle of Dunkirk, and the 
subsequent inaction of the 200 well 
equipped and well trained German 
divisions facing one division of Em- 
pire troops across the channel, and 
the entry of the United: States into 
the war after Pearl Harbor.” 


DAMNABLE CREED 

“We very nearly lost England to 
a people with a danmable creed and 
a damnable belief, but it was be- 
cause they had a creed and a belief, 
and it was only through a creed and 
a belief that the Russians have been 
strong enough to face the German 
hordes,” he said. 

“We should be thankful, too, for 
leadership in church, state and 
army.

Eastern Canada has accepted the 
plate for 83 years with only minor 
mutterings against its limitations, 
greatest of which is this: It is re- 
stricted to three-year-olds foaled 
in Ontario. But the attitude taken 
by western horsemen and breed- 
ers is considerably more militant, 

Westerners naturally are bitter at 
mot getting a crack at the Plate'’s 
$8,000-added purse. They call the 
Plate by a great many names. 
Among them: House League. That 
fits as well as most. 

That is one reason why R. J, 
Speers of Winnipeg started the 
$5,000-added Canadian Derby. 
Speers was under heavy pressure 
from some other horsemen who 
wanted to make his Canadian 
Derby an event for western- 
breds only, shut out the east as 
the west is blanked by the Plate. 


But Speers shook off the pressure, 
wrote into the Derby's condition 
book: “For three-year-olds foaled 
in Canada.” He made it the most 
important three-year-old event in 
the country, although not the rich- 
est. It probably will become wealth- 
jer than the Plate, too, but that 
will take many years, 


Here ts the only defence, some- 
what feeble, of the Plate’s condi- 
tion book: Eighty-three years ago 
when the Plate was established 
(as the Queen's Plate) there was 
no thoroughbred breeding in the 
west. The angle that in keeping 
the race Canadian, it was made 
provincial, probably did not occur 
to the founder, Of course, there 
has been plenty of time to change 
the rules since then, ’ 
The generosity in Speers’ action 

in opening the Canadian Derby to 
all Canadian-foaled three-year-olds 
was considerable, One of Canada’s 
foremost breeders, he often has had 
horses of Plate’ calibre. He could 
have been reasonably quite bitter 
about missing a chance at all that 
green stuff. 


Bht he threw the Derby wide 


open, reducing by at least 50 per 

cent the chances that the $5,000- 

added purse would be won by one 
of his western friends and col- 
leagues, Harry Hatch's Budpath— 

Plate winner also—won the 1941 

Derby, took the winner's share 

back to Toronto, 

If Speers was trying to set an 
example of nationalism in sport, he 
succeeded the hard way.

COAL MARKET 

The improved market for Alberta 
coal is reflected in the figures for 
January and February, which show 
tonnage at 1,476,922 and total value 
$4,211,278, a gain of 25%. 

Steady growth of the oil industry 
is marked by a 36% gain, with pro- 
duction given as 1,695,835 barrels 
having a valuation of $2,604,105. 
Consumption of natural gas rose 
6%, with 6,548,881 m.c.f. valued at 
$1,227,915. 

Renewed gains in construction

Teachers Seek 
Basic Salary 


$1,000 Yearly * 


Unanimous agreement that the 
association go ahead with the es- 
tablishment of a basic salary of 
$1,000 per annum, or $19.23 per 
week, for rural teachers, was 
voiced at a special meeting of the 
central executive of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association held in the 
city at the week-end. 

The unanimous passing of a reso- 
lution to this effect brings to a head 
the central executive's stand on 
the matter of betterment of teach- 
ers’ salaries in view of an antici- 
pated shortage of teachers next fall. 

The meeting was called to plan a 
policy of negotiation for the larger 
basic salary. Their findings will 
now be passed on to executives of 
the 48 A.T.A. locals in the province. 
The executive reported that sev- 
era) large local school boards al- 
ready have offered to raise salaries 
of their own accord. One board 
has already budgeted for an in- 
crease of $15,000 for its staff of ap- 
proximately 100 teachers. 

The executive also drafted a 
resolution asking that the cost-of- 
living bonuses for teachers be made 
obligatory. This resolution will be 
presented at the annua] meeting of 
the Canadian Teachers’ Federation 
in Toronto next August. 

Two committees were set up, one 
for community service and the other 
for reconstruction. The teachers 
throughout the province will be 
asked to head study groups to dis- 
cuss such things as unemployment 
when the war is over, social secur- 
ity and employment for the gradu- 
ates of the schools. 

Alberta delegates to the Cana- 
dian Teachers’ Federation confer- 
ence in August are J. A, Smith, 
Kitscoty; R. Shaul, vice-president 
of the Federation, J, W. Barnett 
and T. D. Baker. 

Teachers’ conventions will start 
the last week in September and 
run through to the end of Novem- 
ber.

of the city of Edmonton during the first three months of | 
1942, a report filed with the city council by A. A. Campbell, | 
city comptroller, disclosed. Actual revenue for the three | 


month period was $1,210,540.42, and expenditures, $1,159,- 
772.50. Estimated revenue for the period was $1,211,565. 


Expenditures in the civic re- 


lief department for the three- 
month period were approximate- 
ly $3,000 below the’ estimate, and 
in the engineer's department ap- 
proximately $23,000. The police 
department was approximately 
$1,000 lower than the estimated 
cost of running the force for the 
three-month period, while unem- 
ployment relief was approxi- 
mately $1,200 below the estimate. 


Revenue in the engineer's de- 


partment of approximately $10.000 | 


below the three-month period esti- 
mate was aNnounced, while 
city land department showed an in- 
crease of $9,000 approximately on 
the $31,500 estimated for the per- 
iod.

Of this gross surplus $240,340.45 
has been set aside for capital 
charges; $262,557.98 for renewal re- 
serves, and $212,092.67 has been paid 
to the city treasury to leave a net 
surplus on operation of $151,408.70. 
The net surplus on operation for the 
four month period of 1941 was $147,- 
697.04. 

Four of the utilities rolled up sur- 
pluses of $166,651.17 during the four 
month period, from which must be 
deducted the $15,252.47 deficit in- 
cusred by the street railway system. 
During the month of April $6,735.24 
of this deficit occurred. The defic- 
ity in March was $4,451.73. The de- 
ficit on the system for the four

Total general revenue accruing to 
the city treasury during the four 
month period was $363,501, or the 
equivalent of six and one-half mills 
on the current mill rate.

Once a sacro-iliac joint has been 


injured, there seems to be a ten- 
dency for the patient to have 
further difficulty. This is  par- 


ticularly true in overweight patients. 
The patient may mention suffering 
|from backache to irregular inter- 
vals, or he may say that “The joint 
will not stay in place.” 

The sacrum is a triangular bone 
which forms the base of the spinal 
column, being made up of five ver- 
tebra® which are united. On either 
side is a bone called the ilium, so 
placed that the sacrum is in the 
middle. The two points where the 
searum joins the others are called 
the sacro-iliac joints. These parts 
are strongly reinforced by a num- 
i} ber of ligaments. 

For a long time, trouble around 
these joints was not properiy 
diagnosed and what would be to- 
day called a sacro-ilias Jesion was 
then called a backache, The first to 
study this type of difficulty and to 
| work out a manipulative treatment 
|to correct it, were the Osteopaths. 
|A number of dffferent terms have 
|sprung up to describe these in- 
juries and several different names 
are being used such a saeroliac dis- 
placemenis, slip, lesion, dislocation, 
and sprain. 

The sacro-iliae may be injured 
during very slight movements, for 
example, from stooping over to pick 
up a piece of paper or to dust under 
the piano; or the strain may result 
from lifting a heavy object, or from 
a twisting or wrenching movement 

When there is a true slipping 
movement, it will generally be | 
found that the legs will become of 
different length, and the patient 
will begin to limp. A careful check 
with the Fluoroscopic X-ray will 
then show that one hip is higher 
than the other. 

The patient may complain of 
severe pain in the lower back re- 
gion, or may instead report that 
there is a continual dull ache. He 
may develop a variety of leg and 
foot pains. 

When the sacro-iliac injnry re- 
mains untreated, the muscles may 
become shortened on one side of the 
lower back and stretch on the other. 
Also, the muscles generally become
